First Aid-To 
Start June 5 


The next regular monthly meet¬ 
ing of the Vulcan Nursing and 
First Aid Division No. 499 of the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade will 
be held Monday night, June 5. at 
the Vulcan Fire Hall. This group 
has completed a home nursing 
course and this meeting will see 
the commencement of instruction 
on First Aid, which will be con¬ 
tinued at meetings the first Mon¬ 
day of each month, with an exam 
before the end of the year. In 
addition to existing Division mem¬ 
bers, these meetings and the 
course are open to all seniors in 
the County of Vulcan, whether or 
not they have had previous 
instruction. 

This combined Nursing and 
First Aid Division is the first of 
its kind in Canada and received 
its charter last December. Turner 
Valley-Millarvillc have since form¬ 
ed a similar unit. Purpose of the 
Division is to render service at 
public gatherings, instruct o n 
home nursing and first aid, and 
to generally co-ordinate and pro- 

toulance in the county.

This 
has been overcome by attendance 
at various sports meets, at the 
Calgary Stampede parade and at 
the Lake McGregor race meet.

Wyndham Park, located adja¬ 
cent to the Bow River and owned 
jointly by the County of Vulcan 
and the County of Wheatland, will 
be improved this year by the con¬ 
struction of a rodeo arena and 
gymkhana grounds, fencing of the 
existing baseball diamond and the 
construction of restroom facilities. 

A delegation of ratepayers from 
the northwestern part of the 
County interviewed the County 
Council at the regular meeting 
held May -12, asking that these 
improvements, which have been 
endorsed by the County of Wheat- 
land, be made. Total cost is es¬ 
timated to be $1,400. Council 
agreed to support this park im¬ 
provement project and share 
equally with the County of Wheat- 
land in the estimated cost. 

A letter from the Superintend¬ 
ent of Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Lethbridge, outlining the pro¬ 
cedure to be followed in the con¬ 
struction of a crossing E/SE 
16-20-25-4 at Mile 52.34 on the 
Lomond Subdivision, was read. It 
was noted that the company and 
the Board of Transport Commis¬ 
sioners had approved the crossing 
provided the County of Vulcan 
would bear the cost of construc¬ 
tion and future maintenance. It 
was felt that, in view of the fact 
that this crossing was on a regu¬ 
lar r&ad allowance, the company 
should bear the cost of construc¬ 
tion, but it was not possible to 
obtain the company’s consent to 
this. The matter of the crossing, 
therefore, was tabled for the 
present. 

It was moved and carried that 
the application of Mrs. Lorraine 
Povey, to operate a beauty parlour 
at her residence in Mossleigh, be 
recommended. 

The secretary-treasurer read a 
letter from the Village of Car¬ 
mangay in respect to cemetery 
grants. The letter drew attention 
to the fact that the cemetery at 
Carmangay was in need of ex¬ 
tensive repair and that the village- 
had been advised by the govern¬ 
ment that there was no provincial 
program to make grants to in¬ 
dividual cemeteries. The village 
asked that the County of Vulcan 
subscribe to the repairing of the 
Carmangay Cemetery. After dis¬ 
cussing this matter for some time, 
and noting that there were a large 
number of cemeteries in the 
county which needed repair, the 
councillors felt that the county 
council could not enter into a 
program to provide funds for this 
purpose at this time, and the 
secretary was instructed to write 
the Village of Carmangay advising 
that the county has no policy in 
force to make grants of this 
na t u re . 

The secretary-treasurer read a 
letter from Farm Electric Services 
Ltd. in respect to REA. extensions 
in the Milo and Vulcan areas. It 
was moved and carried that the 
extensions be approved. 

B. M. (Pete) Stokes, Mayor of 
the Village of Lomond, accom¬ 
panied by a ratepayer, was pre¬ 


sent and interviewed the council 
in respect to the condition of the 
road running through the main 
street of the Village of Lomond. 
It was noted that the southern 
part of the street was very badly 
cut up with mud holes and it was 
practically impossible to travel 
into the town. Mr. Stokes argued 
quite forcefully that the County 
of Vulcan should keep this road 
in repair as it was used by the 
people other than the residents of 
the Village of Lomond. This view, 
however, was not accepted by the 
councillors, who felt that the 
Village of Lomond should bear the 
cost of maintaining its streets, and 
offered to assist the village by 
making gravel available to It at 
the regular price of $1.00 per 
cubic yard. The matter was dis¬ 
posed of by authorizing the sale 
of crushed gravel from stockpiles 
close to Lomond to the village at 
$1.00 per cubic yard loaded. 

Mr. Haga reported in respect to 
the Municipal Committee's activi¬ 


ties during the month. The princi¬ 
pal item of the report was the 
application to the Department of 
Highways for the usual highways 
grant work agreement. Mr. Haga 
also advised that it was antici¬ 
pated that the regular highway 
grant this year would be approxi¬ 
mately the same as last year, 
about $140,000, and that the con¬ 
tingency grant would toe $75,000. 
He also referred to the matter of 
the project to straighten the road 
south of Arrowwood and told the 
council of the problems encounter¬ 
ed with the large amount of rock 
which would have to be moved 
and, as a result, the committee 
was making application to have 
an alternate site recommended.

STORM RECOVERY— • 

A SPECIAL PROBLEM 

The livestock supervisor for this 
part of the province, Mr. Gordon 
Ross prepared an outline of the 
situation facing the cow-calf op¬ 
erator this spring. We did not suf¬ 
fer the severe losses that were ex¬ 
perienced further south but the 
problems are still very similar. 

Mr. Ross said the recent snow 
storms have created problems that 
are unique t o livestock raisers. 
How the situation will resolve it¬ 
self will of course depend on the 
weather. The current warm temp¬ 
eratures are creating perfect 
growing conditions and the rapid 
growth of new grass may create 
undue optimisim. 

Many cows still require energy. 
This means just plain calories or 
feed. How this feed is supplied will 
depend upon individual circum¬ 
stances. Grain or pellets are cer¬ 
tainly the most concentrated form 
of energy and will have the most 
appeal to the cattle. Hay or even 
straw can be supplied to advan¬ 
tage to supplement the grass. The 
new grass is high in protein and 
vitamins so that these two feed 
factors should be adequately sup- 
lied. Moisture content will be very 
high in grass at this time so that 
the total quantity of nutrients av¬ 
ailable will be low. 

A special note should be made 
of minerals. In addition to the us¬ 
ual requirements for salt, range 
cows Will have a special need for 
phosphorous. Grass and hay are 
both low .sources of phosphorous 
and this mineral is needed to build 
up tissue in the cow herself and 
to provide milk for the calf. Phos¬ 
phorous is essential for the prop¬ 
er utilization of Vitamin A. It 
should be noted that the breeding 
problems could occur If cows are 
not built up quickly. It might be 
wise to delay breeding this year 
to ensure that the cows are in a 
thrifty condition. This will lead 
to a healthier and more uniform 
calf crop next year. Check with 
your feed supplier as to the best 
source of phosphorous for your 
conditions. 

Supplying extra feed to range 
cows may create another set of 
problems. Cows may be reluetant 
to give the extra milk produced if 
“wind burning” of udders is still 
a problem. The extra milk may 
cause digestive disturbances in the 
calves. 

The whole situation calls for 
special watchfulness. Any cows or 
calves that are not progressing 
satisfactorily should b e given 
special treatment. Start raising 
the quantity of any extra feed 
gradualy. See that all cows are 
being milked dry. Field work may 
be making demands on your time 
now but any extra time that can 
be spent with the cattle now will 
pay off in the fall or next spring.
